GLADSTONE SOLID. 


A Review of the Political Situation in En- 
gland Points to a Working Majority for 
Gladstone and His Measures, and the 
Return of the “Grand Old Man” to 
eo Irish Have “Gota Little 

st.”’ 


Lonpon, December 27.—From a very 
near friend of Mr. Gladstone it is learned 
that everything is settled as to home 
rule. The entire Nationalist strength 
goes solid for Gladstone’s home-rule 
measure. The Radicals of the North, the 
Liberals of Scotland and Wales, the Lib- 
eral delegations from the new county 
constituencies, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, and fully two-thirds of the members 
classified as Dilke, Chamberlain and 
caucus men, have responded affirmatively 
to the private inquiry set on foot with 
the view of discovering whether they are 
prepared to throw in their lot for good or 
for bad with the Liberal 
chief. The Conservative and 
Liberal whips have been equally busy 
among the ministerialists and the landed 
element in Gladstone’s camp, and we 
know now almost to a man who are the 
unpledged and who are pledged to Glad- 
stone and who to Salisbury. Of the 332 
Liberals elected to the new Parliament, 
27 Welsh, 59 Scotcn and 170 English, a 
total of 256 are solid for Gladstone under 
any and all circumstances. This leaves 
seventy-seven Liberal members unpledged 
for Gladstone’s Irish” home-rule bill as 
outlined by responsible party managers. 
The Nationalist vote of 1886 goes solid 
for Gladstone, bringing up his assured 
total to 342. 

Against this Salisbury can count on the 
solid Tory vote, 251, and part of the 
seventy-seven unpledged Liberals. Giv- 
ing him the entire unpledged Liberal vote 
he may muster a total of 328 against 
Gladstone’s 342, a majority of fourteen 


' for Gladstone, which can be counted on 


implicitly. It must be stated, how- 
ever, that of the seventy-seven Lib- 
erals who are regarded as_ possible 
Tory recruits, only forty-six are out- 
and-out Hartington men, and of the 
remaining thirty-one fully sixteen would 


support Gladstone in any moderate 
Irish measure, and the remainder 
are for Chamberlain first, and Glad 
stone afterward. So far, therefore, 
the way has been cleared, 


but Parliamentary warfare in this coun- 
try is full of surprises and pitfalls. & 
man may have @ majority and yet suffer 
defeat through mismanagement, luke- 
warmness, accident or the development of 
unexpected situations beyond the power 


. of men or parties to forecast or control. 


We already see symtoms of unusual de- 
velopment on the political horizon. The 
Times has prepared us for an attempt to 
expel the Irish members of the Govern- 
ment and is preparing us for so extreme 
a measure as che disfranchisement for 
constructive treason-felony of the Irish 
boroughs returning Nationalist mem- 
bers to Parliament, and now, to cap it all, 
we have assurance, that no man conver 
sant with political life here could fora 
moment hesitate to accept, that any meas- 
ure Gladstone may carry against the 
Tories will be thrown out of the Lords, 
and that the Lords are preparing for the 
inevitable life and death struggle with 
the Commons that such a course is al- 
most certainto provuke. Althvagh Glad- 
stone is now svre of a good working 
majority for his Irish bill, it is by no 
means sure that he will beable to carrv it 
through Parliament. 

The Irish Parliamentary black list is 
making mischief. It was published a 
fortnight ago, and is designed to enasie 
Irish members of Parliament to distin- 
guish their English, Scotch and Welsh 
colleagues who in the last Parliament 
placed themselves on record as ‘‘enemies 
of Ireland” by voting against Irish inter- 
ests. The votes on which members are 
held to account were on the crimes act 
and resolutions to expel Irish members. 
The general Secretary of the London ex- 
ecutive of the Irish National League in 
Great Britain and the honorable Secre- 


tary of the union of metropolitan 
vranches of the League are nom- 
inally responsible for the list. 


It is learned that Gladstone, John Bright, 
Chamberlain, Dilke, Harcourt and other 
ex-Ministers, have ‘received copies and 
finding themselves pilloried in the black 
list are exceedingly sore about it. Giad- 
stone, the champion of eternal justice and 
Liberal ideas, is down for 175 anti-Irish 
votes; Bright, the universal philanthro- 
pist. for 201: Chamb: ‘lain and Dilke, the 
twin brothers of Republicanism, for 211 
and 210, respectively. The Liberal lead- 
ers would not care so much for the black- 
list if it began and ended with the Parlia- 
ment of 1880-85, but the Nationalist League 
have arranged to. publish regularly 
during the coming and future sessions the 
votes of all members of Parliament on 
Irish questions. Every branch of the Na- 
tionalist League, every Irish member of 
Parliament, every Irish organization in 
English, Scotch and Welsh constituencies 
will receive copies of this diabolical list 
to enable Irish voters to follow clearly 
and intelligently fhe course of English. 
Scotch and Welsh members of Parliament 
on Irish questions. The feeling of an- 
noyance finding expression over the black 
list, indicates stormy scenes in the 
lobby when Parliament opens. The opin- 
ion is forcibly exp) :ssed that members of 
Parliament, whether they be Irish or 
otherwise, who countenance such modern 
resources of civilization ought to be os- 
tracised. : 

It is believed that Mr. Gladstone will 
not challenge the position of the Govern- 
ment until the speech from the throne has 
veen delivered in February. The pro- 
ceedings next month will be mainly pre- 
liminary, such as are incident on organiza- 
tion of the House of Commons.

A SEASON OF PERIL. 


Accounts by Eye-Witnesses of the Effects 
of the Recent Terrible Norther at Aspin- 
wall--Twenty-Two Vessels Wrecked and 
Fifty-Three Lives Lost--Heroie Conduct 
in Efforts to Save Human Life. 

New York, December 25.—The Pacific 
Mail Steamer City of Para arrived here 
yesterday, having on board parts of the 
crews of five of the vessels lost at Aspin- 
wall in the terrible norther that swept 
that port beginning on December 2d, and 
causing the loss of twenty-two vessels 
and at least fifty-three lives. 

In talking about thedisastrous effects of 
the gale, Captain Oxholm, of the Bark 
Douglas Castle, said that he arrived in 
port on November 6th with coal. He had 
been waiting for an opportunity to dis- 
charge his cargo, and on the forenoon of 
Decem ber 2d was on shore talking with 
his consignees about getting a lighter 
alongside. The weather was beautifal, 


and the water perfectly calm. 
There was nothing in the air 
or sky, or about the barometers, 


to indicate anything but a continuance of 
fair weather, but at noon those who hap- 
pened to be looking out to sea saw a 
curious wave with a sheet of foam be- 
hind it, making into the harbor at a ter- 
rifle speed, although there was not a 
cloud to be seen. At once there was a 
stir on the decks of the steamers lying at 
the piers, and evidences of an attempt to 
get up steam were apprrent. The cap- 
tains of sailing vessels who were on 
shore were obliged to stay there. The 
officers on board as the vessels keeled be- 
fore the blast, hastened to clear 
away the anchor and make things snug 
in hopes of riding out what seemed to 
the strangers there to be a sudden 
squall that would soon blow itself out. 
Within half an hour the sky was over- 
cast and the rain drove down before the 
wind so that none could face it, while the 
howling of the blast made communica- 
tion between officers and men possible 
only by means of signs. The harbor was 
full of huge rollers as far out as Point 
Chagres. When the ships began to go 
ashore the people on the shore turned 
their attention to saving the men from the 
ships, but little or nothing could be done. 
No life-boats could be launched, and none 
launched from the ships could hope to 
make a landing ip safety. Nevertheless 
some of the men-who tried to swim 
ashore were picked out of the breakers 
and saved. 

Captain Bentzen of the bark Holden 
said that at ten o’clock at night he was 
standing on his forecastle watching a lit- 
tle schooner half a ship’s length away. A 
boat from a three-masted schooner had 
come alongside with four men, who 
boarded her and undertook to help the 
master clear his vessel. The men in her 
were at the pump, and the men from the 
boat found that the discharge ports in her 
bows were open, giving the waves a clean 
sweep through her hold. Still her Cap- 
tain refused to go into the big schooner’s 
long-boat with his men, and the four men 
went away. They came alongside the 
Holden which seemed to be in pretty 
good shape, and were taken on board. A 
few minutes later, the little lumber- 
hooker keeled over and lay helpless on the 
rocks, with her weather-rail out of water 
occasivnally The crew clung to it fora 
time, but one by one they dropped off and 
were lost. About four o’clock on the 
morning of the 3d the Holden went 
ashore. 

‘sT told the men,’’ said Captain Bentzen, 
“that we would die if we stayed, and that 
we had a chance for our liv@ if we took 
to the water. Mr. Jacobsen, the mate, 
went first, and fortunately landed in safe- 
ty. I had been washed from the fore- 
castle, and had my head split open, so 
that I was weak from loss of blood, but I 
determined to try it with the rest. I let 
myself over the side, but I was too weak 
to swim and sank to the bottom. 
It seemed a long time that I was 
under water, but I felt a big wave 
lift me up and hurry me along. Then it 
left me on the rocks. The coral was as 
sharp as knives. Youcan see the scars 
on my hands and arms here where I was 
cut, but my legs were cut worse. I was 
utterly helpless, but I called for my mate, 
and he saved me. Allofmy crew were 
saved, butin such a condition as you 
never saw. My trousers had been cut 
away, so that only the waistband re- 
mained. My coat was in sheds. Some 
of the men were almost naked. I had one 
shoe on. I gota pair of trousers from a 
black man, and then an officer from the 
Canal Company, a Frenchman, came 
along, took us all to a hotel, fed us, gave 
us clothing and made us comfortable. He 
would take no pay. 

‘The heroism of the sailors in port was 
particularly shown in the efforts to rescue 
Captain Lindego of the British ship Lin- 
ton, with his wife and two children. One 
of the children was a girl of three years 
and the other a babe in arms. The Cap- 
tain of the French steamer Fournel, see- 
ing their danger, got @ lifeboat manned 
with volunteers, his chief officer going in 
command. The boat was swamped, but 
all hands were saved except the mete: 
Captain Oxhgim of the Douglas Castle 
was among those trying to rescue the 
women. The boat was cleared out and 
sent again with a fresh crew, the 
chief engineer of the Fournel taking 
charge. She was rolled over by the 
breakers, and the engineer was lost. The 
third trial was successful and the woman 
and her baby were brought safe ashore, 
vut the Captain and his little girl, and all 
of his crew, were lost. The bodies of the 
mate and the engineer were recovered, 
and with the body of an American, who 
lost his life while trying to save others, 
were buried with military honors.” 

Captain Oxholm said that over sixty 
lives were lost, and twenty-two vessels 
**You can tell how com- 
pletely my ship was wrecked,’’ he added. 
“She was sold at auction for $13, and 
her cargo of 921 tons of coal brought 
$10.” 

Among the vessels lost was the brig 
Stella, loaded with dynamite. While the 
storm raged no one stopped to think whai 
would be the effect if her pounding on the 
rocks should happen tc set off her cargo, 
but, when all was over and everybody hac 
time to get scarcu, few would ventor 
near the wreck.

The Crop Lien Au Effeci, Not 
A Cause, 


Some of our correspondents have 
ful‘en into the common mistake of 
attributing the failure in our farm- 
ing business to the crop linen law. 
Ip this they err. 


Short crops ars notgthe result of 
any human laws. Snech "laws have po 
control over the seasons—can not 
stop the drouth or cause the rainy 


spell tohold up. And the unhappy 
condition of our farming interests 
are due to a succession of short 
crops and also to the system of crup- 
ping the planting ofcotton to the 
exclusion of cereals. It is a demon- 
stration of the fact that there is little 
or no profit in buying bread and 
raising cotton at and below 8 cent a 
pound. 

The lien law is not the cause, but 
the effect. The present system made 
the necessity for the law is why it 
was enacted. 

We can not well do without it, or 
a substitute, uoti! a change is mave 
also in the system of farming. La- 
borers and tennants can not work 
without supplies, ani supplies can 
not be had without sureties in 
some form—liens, Mortgages or 
what not. Whea we find some 
manner of farmiog which will give 
the farmer something else to mort- 
gage beside his muscle, allow him 
to save encugh of his years produce 
to sustain life and make another 
crop, then there will be no uveccess- 


ity for advances and the crop lien 
may go. 
With the present system of hand 


to mouth farming, todo away with 
the crop lien and to get no substitute 


for it, is to break up the§ great 
majority of small farmers colored and 
white. who must then cease farming 
on their own account and hire them 
selves out. Are we ready for this? 
As we said at the outset let us 
Gret remedy the defects of the 
present system of farming, ‘aise more 
bread stuffs and less cotton, and give 


more atiention to hogs and stock

—Golden pudding: One cup of gran- 
ulated sugar, one egg, one cup of sweet 
milk, three tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, two and one-half cups of flour, 
two teaspoonfuls of -aking powder. 
Pour in a low, square tin and bake 
twenty-five mintes. It should be served 
warm with a sauce poured over it 
made as follows: Stir toa cream one 
teblespoonful of butter and half a cup 
of sugar; moisten with a little cold 
water two teaspoonfuls of fleur and 
pour a pint of scalding water over it 
to scald it, and then stir in the butter 
and sugar; beat the white of one egg 
to a stiff froth and stir it in the sauce 
just before sending it to the table;

THROAT TROUBLES. 


The Danger of Contagion in the Various 
Throat Affections. 

A recent case within our knowledge, 
in which fatal diphtheria developed 
upon what had been believed to be 2 
simple quimsy, suggests a few words 
regarding the duty of isolating any 
zase Of sore throat where there are 
other children in the house. Without! 
entering upon any disputed points re- 
garding diphtheria, it is generally 
agreed that the distinctive visible sign 
of it is its peculiar membranous de- 
posit. A case may present clearly the 
conditions of a ‘‘common sore throat,’’ 
and subsequently diphtheria be unmis- 
takably present. For our purpose it is 
unnecessary to discuss whether such 
oases are diphtheritic from the first or 
become so. The point for parents to 
know is that the sequence of danger- 
ous symptoms upon those mepeventty 
slight is not uncommon, and that it is 
better for them to isolate a child fifty 
times unnecessarity than to be aeglect- 
ful once. 

We would urge then, that if at al] 
possible, every child suffering from 
sore throat be isolated until it is dis. 
tinetly convalescent. Physicians are 
often embarassed, in urging the isola- 
tion of patients, by the timidity o1 
suspiciousness of parents. If in such 
a case as has been described the physi- 
cian recommends the precaution of 
isolation, the family, if of the timid 
type, is at once thrown into a panic, 
assuming that the physician really con- 
siders that the case is diphtheria, or 
that he expects it will prove to be, and 
that he is concealing the facts, while 
really he is only taking proper sanitary 
precautions. 

Other persons, on the other hand, 
immediately interpret the physician's 
frank statement of his reasons for iso- 
lating a supposed simple case as s.n ey- 
‘dence of want of knowledge on his 
part. They apparently think that to 
the properly educated physician dis- 
eases are as distinct and as easily dis- 
criminated as coins of different denom- 
inations. With such people the only. 
course is to strongly advise isolation, 
and to give the reason for it, and to let 
them take the responsibility of neg- 
lecting the suggestion if they choose 
to do so. Intelligent people usuall 
are grateful for the warning, even if it 
prove to have been unnecessary, and 
although they sometimes chaff the

wanted. Cockerels can ‘be kept-grow- 
ing during the-winter by feeding, them 
on plenty of eorn, and toward spring 
they can be fattened so as to be table 
luxuries. Before there are any calves 
old enough to furnish veal there is a 
reat lack of fresh meat in most: farm 
ouses, and fowls will furnish a most 
desirable substitute for salt pork, bacon 
and canned beef. A large poultry 
raiser near Chicago -states that for a 
series of years he has received a higher 
rice for cockerels during March than 
or any kind of fowls he has sent to the 
market at any other time of the year’. 
The general practice of poultry raisers 
is to send their fowls to market just 
before Thanksgiving or Christmas. 
Towns are then so well supplied with 
fowls, as well as game and very choice 
beef and mutton, that prices for poul- 
try rule very low. During the early 
part-of the spring there Is a great 
scarcity of fowls, and if they are in a 
suitable condition they bring good 
prices. There is no game, except 
fowls, in the market then, and persons 
who desire a variety of food are anx- 
ious to obtain fowls. Fowls can be fed 
and fattened during the winter to as 
good advantage as beeves that are 
chiefly relied on to furnish meat during 
the spring. 

To fit fowls for the spring market 
they must be well fed and well pro- 
tected from the cold. They should 
have other food than corn and smal 
grains. They should be well supplied 
with cooked food, such as boiled pota- 
toes and roots, fresh cabbage and the 
scraps of meat. Cooked Indian meal, 
to which some cheap fat has been 
added, will cause fowls to lay on flesh 
and fat during the winter. Too little 
attention is generally paid to supply- 
ing water to fowls during the winter. 
On many farms water is taken to the 
peslies house or yard but once a day. 
t generally becomes covered with ice 
or foul with dirt in a short time, and 
the fowls have nothing to drink till the 
next day. Birds consume more water 
according to their size than animals do, 
and more pains should be taken in 
keeping them supplied with it. Eggs 
are chiefly composed of water, and 
hens that have not all the water they 
want can not supply eggs. Water is 
more essential to fowls in winter than 
in summer, because their food during 
cold weather is for the most part dry. 
Fowls should be kept in dry quarters 
during the winter, as they are injured 
as much by wet as by cold. They 
should have an opportunity to take ex- 
ercise when the weather is pleasant, as 
they lose flesh and fall off in condition 
ifethey are kept in close confinement. 
During pleasant days it is well to feed 
them in the yard, and to encourage 
them to run about by scattering the 
corn they are to eat over the ground. 
Birds are more active than animals,and 
suffer more if they are kept in close 
quarters. A variety of food is highly 
beneficial to fowls during the winter. 
When at liberty during the summer 
they have an opportunity to gratify 
their taste for many articles of food 
which they can not obtain by them- 
selves during the winter season.—C/n- 
cago Times. 
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EXPENSIVE FEED. 


The Extravagance of Converting Good 
Grass Into Ensilage. , 


Whatever may be said in favor of en- 
silage from fodder corn, there are no 
good reasons for converting good grass 
into ensilage instead of hay; on the 
other hand it is only a wasteful prac- 
tice. Silage even from maize is one of 
the most costly of home-produced fod- 
ders, if all the costs are taken into ae- 
count, and that its only important ree- 
ommendation, besides its furnishing a 
succulent feed in winter, consists im 
its great yield for a given area of land, 








Ifa farmer has only a few acres of 
ground from which he wishes to get 


the largest possible quantity of fodder- 
ing material, maize fodder would be 
the crop to serve him best; but this re- 
sult could be gained only by letting it 
grow at least till the ears are formed, 
or later; then, if cured in the ordinary 
way much of it would not be eaten: 
while if made into ensilage it would be 
readily eaten clean. 

But although from his few acres of 
ground he wiél thus get more pounds 
of dry substance of the fodder than if 
the same areais put into hay, every 
pound costs more by the time it is 
stored in the silo than it would in hay 
stored in the mow; and furthermore, 
there is greater loss of the foddering 
material by fermentation in the silo— 
especially if we take into atcount a 
certain portion of the mass.around the 
outside that is usually quite spoiled— 
than of grass in curing to hay, and of 
the hay while stored inthe barn.

pleuro-pneumonia, an@ prevent the 
spread. of contagion. Veterinary 
science has made much advancement 
in the last few decades, so that where- 
asunder the old methods cattle fell 
before this ‘“‘murrain’’ as leaves in 
autumn, now in England more than 
half the animals attacked by it are 
cured. Peter Stuart, Esq., of Ditton 
Lodge, Eng., says: *‘I have treated up- 
wards of one hundred and eighty cows, 
laboring under this malady, and of 
those one hundred and thirty were 
saved.’’ In this country the propor- 
tion that recover is no less, where the 
animals attacked have careful nursing 
| and skilled modern ‘treatment. In 
view of.these encouraging facts, do 
not humanity and our own interests 
appeal to us not.to destroy our useful 
domestic animals in rash haste, cer- 
tainly not until it is proven that the ex- 
ecutioner must of necessity act instead 
of the physician? Statistics convey only 
a faint idea of the appalling destruction 
of cattle and the pecuniary loss thereby 
marking the eourse of this disease. 
Think of two hundred and eighteen 
thousand head destroyed in nineteen 
years in one department in France; 
one million four hundred and four 
thousand and ninety-seven, in 
thirteen years, in Australia; and 
considerably more than a_ million 
in six years in the United Kingdom! 
Is there not reason to fear that thou- 
sands of these valuable animals were 
doomed to be killed as infected with 
the disease when they had it not? And 
that thousands of others died of it that 
need not, had they been given the 
right attention and the right medicine? 

Not long since ‘‘horse doctors’’ de- 
cided a valuable cow to be ill with the 
dreaded disorder, prescribed the cus- 
tomary ‘‘lead pill,’’ and directed that 
all other cattle be taken out of the 
reach of the contagion... A physician 
chanced that way, examined the sick 
animal and pronounced the diagnosis 
erroneous, affirming that the trouble 
was with thg heart. The cow was 
killed, but a post mortem examination 
was made fron which it appeared that 
a sewing-needle had weeked its way 
into the region of the heart. Two vet- 
erinarians diagnosed pleuro-pneumonia 
as the disease affecting another valu- 
able cow, and advised that she be shot. 
A physirion was called in;*he con- 
curred in their diagnosis but begged 
to try remedies to save her, an by 
the use of disinfectants and _ vigi- 
lant watch-care over the health 
of the rest of the stock pre- 
vented further sickness. The. experi- 
enced and educated veterinarian can 
tell the nature, seat and history of the 
disease for which he prescribes—he 
will not call it by the vague name of 
‘‘cattle disease,’ and pour drastic drugs 
down the throat of the suffering 
creature at random, not knowing what 
organs are specifically affected. If it 
is contagious pleuro-pneumonia, he 
will say so; and is it too much to ex- 
pect in this nineteenth century that he 
will have something beside the butch- 
er’s remedy to propose, at least in cases 
mild and slow in their progress? 

Stock-owners who live remote from 
a competent veterinarian should ac- 
quaint themselves with the salient 
symptoms of the disease, that is, the 
symptoms of inflammation of the lungs 
and the lining membrane. Any person 
quick of hearing and of good judgment, 
if he will practice applying the ear to 
the chest walls of healthy animals, 
and thus familiarize himself with the 
sounds produced by their breathing, 
will be able to detect the change in 
those sounds caused by disease of the 
organs in question. The other signs 
of the disease are fever, quick and hur- 
ried respiration, a peculiar, short, dis- 
tressed cough and rapid pulse, while 
the animal points with its nose to the 
sides of the body where the anguish is; 
and whereas in spasmodic troubles of 
the stomach or intestines the animal 
will lie down and roll;in diseases Of 
the lungs it may paw the ground and 
act as if desiring to take the recumbent 
position, but can not take it, only 
when forced to from exhaustion. 

It would be well also to procure 
from some practitioner successful in 
treating the disease remedies therefor, 
and be ready to combat its first in- 
vasion.—Cor. N. Y. Examiner.

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Was the Bast. Coast Settled By Northmen 
in the Middle Ages? 

The old controversy as to whether or 
not the east coast of Greenland was set- 
tled by the Northmen, who built thriv- 
ing colonies on the west coast in the 
early middle ages, has been decided by 
a Danish Government expedition, sent 
out in the spring of 1883 to explore the 
little visited coast. _The early Norwe- 
gian records speak of sixteen parishes 
and nearly threes hundred villages on 
Greenland — or nine hundred years 


ago, when it had its own Bishop; but 
this entire civilization had rished 
6 west 


when Davis penetrated alon g : 
coast to the strait that bears his name in 
1585. The fact that an ‘eastern’? and 
a ‘‘western’’ settlement were spoken of 
in the records led to.the belief that both 
coasts had been settled in the early days, 
while modern explorations have made 
rogress only along the west coast. 
ordenskjold, who visited these regions 
in 1888, believed that he had found 
traces of ancient habitations on the east 
side similar to those found along the 
west coast. The Danish explorers have 
proved him wrong. ‘They spent two 
winters on the east coast and penetrated 
a hundred miles further north than the 
oint (65 nay ty 18 minutes) reached 
/ Graah in 1829, mapping out the land 
and calling it “King Christian the 
Ninth’s land;’’ but they found no trace 
of previous occupation, except a beer 
bottle which the Esquimaux who in- 
habit these high latitudes had looked 
askance at for several years, believing 
it to be somehow connected with the 
elves of the inland glaciers, which they 
fear as evil spirits. ‘The explorers were 
unable to account for the presence of 
the bottle, that had the name of a well- 
known Norwegian brewer blown in the 
lass, uniil they learned of @Nor- 
Fenskjold's previous visit to the neigh- 
borhood. The coast was quite accessible 
last summer north of the dreaded glacier 
Puissortok, and presented an unex- 
pected view of uandsome mountains 
and green valleys, with very little ice. 
No doubt remains, from the report of 
the expedition, that by the ‘‘eastern set- 
tlement’’ in the old record was meant 
the one further south on the west coast, 
for in the lower latitudes this coast 
trends sharply toward the east.

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A REMINISCENCE. 


A True History of the Once Famous “Kol. 
ert Heller.” 

“Robert Heller,’’ the noted magician, 
was really William Henry Palmer, a na- 
tive of Canterbury, in England. At the 
age of ten years he was a musical pro- 
digy, and at sixteen he appeared in con- 
cert, and had composed several brilliant 
stndies for the piano-forte. His musical 
career was hindered by his boyish fancy 
for the illusions of magic, at first a mere 
recreation, afterward an _ infatuation. 
While still a student he left the Royal 
Academy, in company with another 
young and noted artist, and at the Thea- 
ter Royal, Rochester, he gave his first 
magical entertainment. The result was 
not brilliant. The friendly confederate 
satin a front box, with greatly waxed 
mustache, eye-glass and other disguise, 
but owing to anxiety he lost his presence 
of mind at critical perlods, to the discom- 
fiture of the wizard and the diseust of 
the audience, from whose missiles the 
two. young adventurers escaped through 
a window at the rear of the stage. 

In 1852 ‘‘Robert Heller’’ came to the 
United States, and soon afterward he 
drifted to Washington. There he became 
a professor of music, was organist at Dr. 
Hall’s church, became a lion in the dip- 
lomatic society presided over by Lord 
and Lady Napier, and married Miss 
Annie Kieckhoier, a daughter of one of 
the firm of Riggs & Co., bankers. But 
his infatuation for a Bohemian life was 
not overcome. His marriage was not a 
happy one, and he persuaded an old 
English gentleman named Philips, the 
father of a Washington bookseller, to 
furnish the funds for a new necroman- 
cer’s outfit. Soon afterward he ob- 
tained the services of his step-sister, Miss 
Ada Palmer, as a confederate, and with 
her he traveled around the world. Re- 
turning tothe Atlantic coast, he died at 
the Continental Hotel, Philadelphia, 
November 27, 1878.—Ben. Perley Poore, 
inBoston Budget.

A Fair Sample of Mecdiszevalism Prevall- 
ing in Humbert's Domains.

An ex- 
quisite little instance has just occurred 
at Viterbo, near Rome. A _ Sicilian 
named Calvagno and several of his ac- 
complices were charged with murder. 

Some of them confessed their guilt, 
but a sympathetic jury acquitted all 
the prisoners. The President of the 
tribunal. naturally protested, coram 
publico, xgainst the verdict, whereupon 
a mob broke > «a .be court, imtent 
upou = little mu:uec on its own account, 
the object of its intentions being the 
Fresident and Public Prosecutor. A 
convenient back door enabled both 
these gentlemen to reach the railway 
station, where they took the first train 
going anywhere. All this was only 
the beginning of a great judicial scan- 
dal. ‘The President has accused the 
prisoners’ counsel—each of whom is a 
a member of Parliament—of having 
bribed the jury, and the municipality 
of Viterbo, which takes a paternal in- 
terest in the welfare of the murderers, 








has retaliated by demanding the Presi- 


dent's dismissal. The affair naturally 
causes great excitement. in Italy, the 
more so that the proceedings against 
Calvagno and his accomplices have al- 
ready lasted over nine years. The 
have engaged the attention of six dif.

To obtain indigo-carmine use only a 
very good quality of indigo, preferably 
Bengal, which should be washed in a 
hot diluted solution of sulphuric acid. 
Then one part indigo and five parts 
sulphuric acid, 66 deg. B., are mixed 
together in a leaden vessel; the indigo 
being first very finely powdered and 
dried. The vessel should be kept cool 
and the indigo should be added to the 
acid a little at a time, the mixture being 
well mixed. <A heating of the mixture 
should be avoided, as it would cause 
free sulphurous acid, which would im- 
pair the good qualities of the finished 
product.—Dry Godds Bulletin,
